Mass Flight 
Returns 
1,075 Fliers 


BRADLEY FIELD, Conn., May 
22.—(INS)—Sixty-five Liberators 
and Flying Fortresses, carrying 
800 enlisted personnel and 275 
officers, arrived at the Army base 
at Bradley Field today in the first 
mass redeployment of VU. S. air 
forces from the European and 
Mediterranean theaters.

The first ship to land was pi- 
loted by Lt. Gordon Kretchmar, of 
Flint, Mich. From then on, the big 
bombers came home in a steady 
stream. 

Lt. Maurice Sauret, of Paso Ro- 
bles, Calif., piloted the second 
plane to land. 

The crew included Lt. Jerry 
March, of Augusta. Ga., copilot. 

This bomber had been overseas 
seven months and participated in 
15 missions.

Jap Balloon Attack on West Coast 


Fails To Alarm Official Washington

WASHINGTON, May 22.—(#)—, 
Japan has been sending bomb-car- 
rying paper balloons against the 
western U. S. mainland for the 
past several months in a “fantas- 
tic” attempt at long-range destruc- 
tion in this country, the War and 
Navy Departments revealed today. 
Some of the balloons have landed 
or dropped explosives in isolated 
localities but the services said “no 
property damage has resulted.” 

The sporadic attacks have been 
an  %pen secret for some time, but 
the departments decided to make 
a formal disclosure “so that the 
public may be aware of the possi- 
ble danger and to reassure the na- 
tion that these attacks are so scat- 
tered and aimless that they con- 
stitute no military threat.” 

“They should not be viewed 
with alarm,” the announcement 
said.

Nonetheless, the departments 
cautioned that “there is always 
the possibility that unexploded 
bombs may be found lying in iso- 
lated spots or concealed in wood- 
ed areas,” while some may be 
buried beneath melting snow. 


Therefore, they said, “It is de- 
sirable that people and especially 
children living west of the Missis- 
sippi river be warned of this pos- 
sible hazard and cautioned under 
no circumstances to touch or ap- 
proach any unfamiliar object” be- 
cause the bombs are dangerous. 


The Army and Navy said they

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Rate Barriers’ Removal To Spur 
Industrial Buildup of South

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 
importance of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s decision in 
the southern freight rate case is 
best emphasized in a statement 
by Sen. George that it opens the 
way for a vast decentralization of 
America’s great industrial ma- 
chine. 

Heretofore the tendency in nor- 
mal times has been in the oppo- 
site direction. The preferred rates 
enjoyed by states in the so-called 
official territory of the north and 
east have encouraged a concen- 
tration of our industrial might in 
that area. 

Now, as the Georgia senator 
points out, there will be a defi- 
nite stimulant for industrial de- 
centralization. Both the south 
and the west, but particularly the 
south, are scheduled to benefit 
enormously by the equalization of 
freight rates. 

It may take a few years for 
the full force of the commission’s 


new order to come into effect, but 


& 


when 


it does—when all 
differentials are wiped out—the 
south can look forward to a real 
period of industrial development. 

These discriminating rate bar- 
riers as they have existed in the 
past are largely responsible for 
the big monopolies that have been 
built up in steel and other fin- 
ished class goods in the indus- 
trial states of the favored terri- 
tory. They served to block com- 
petition from smaller companies 
in other sections of the country. 

Progressive ferces of the south 
and west have complained for 
years against railroad rates which 
made it difficult or impossible for 
industries located in their regions 
to compete with those in the 
highly industrial northeastern 
states.

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Engineer Mundel Assigned To Head 
Clark's Hill Reservoir Project 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 


In an effort to speed up the 
development of the inland water- 
ways of Georgia, Brig. Gen, R. F, 
Fowler, chief of the South At 
lantic area of the Army engineers, 
has assigned Torald Mundel as 
head of the engineering staff in 
charge of the Clark’s Hill reser- 
voir project, on the Savannah 
river, near Augusta. 

This project is first on tne list 
for postwar action in the Georgia 
area. 

Mundel, a civilian engineer, will 
have charge of the designs, plans 
and specifications for the Clark’s 
Hill project. The Army engineers 
already have iunds available to 
enable them to go ahead with the 
initial plans for this improvement. 
After the preliminary plans are 
drafted and accepted, said Mun.- 
del. then the Army engineers ex- | 
pect to obtain from congress the 
necessary approprications to en- 
able them first to prepare detailed 
plans and then to proceed with the 
construction of the reservoir. 


To further the project, Mundel | 
has called a meeting for June 7) 
of consulting engineers. This 
meeting to be held at Augusta will | 
enable the Army engineers to ob- 
tain the advice of civilian engi- 
neers on the best way to proceed 
with the Clark’s Hill project. 

Mundell, a veteran of nearly 11 | 
years service with TVA, has had_/| 
much experience with this type of | 
work. He was one of the engineers 
who worked on some of the most. 
important of the TVA dams, in- 
cluding Pickwick, Wheeler, Gun- 
tersville, Chickamauga, Watts Bar 
and Fort Loudoun—all dams 
across the stream of the Tennes- | 
gee river. Born in Norway, he 
came to this country 21. years ago. 
His headquarters will be in At- 
lanta. 

Activity of the Army engineers 
in this matter indicates their de- 
sire to begin, as soon as war con- 
ditions permit, a comprehensive 
development of the inland water- | 
ways of this region for the multi- 
purpose of usage of navigation, 
flood control and the production 
of hydroelectric power. 

On his visit to Atlanta Monday 
and yesterday, Lit. Gen. Eugene 
- Reybold, chief of Army engineers, 
with headquarters at Washington, 
summarized the situation insofar | 
as concerns the waterways of. 
Georgia. He said: 

“The Savannah river has been 
improved to accommodate ocean- 
going vessels to and _ directly 
above the city of Savannah and 
for light-draft traffic to Augusta. 
The deepening of the inner chan-| 
nel and basin of Savannah harbor 
has been authorized and studies 
are nearing completion for deep- 
ening the main channel to the 
sea. Brunswick harbor has been 
extensively improved, while othe: 
projects along the Georgia coast 
include Darien harbor, Sapelo har- 
bor, the Altamaha river system 
to Macon and Milledgeville, the 
Satilla river and St. Mary’s river. 

“The Atlantic intracoastal wa- | 
terway follows the protected | 
coastal waters of Georgia, inter- 
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connecting these coastal harbors , 
and rivers. In western Georgia, | 
channel improvements for navi- 
gation have been undertaken on | 
the Flint river to Albany, on the.

In one letter written to his parents, Lt. Peeples said he had 
seen no rough treatment administered by the Germans in any 
of their camps where he had been a prisoner.

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A Vast Decentralization of Industry 


Sen. George discuses the effect of the 
freight rate ruling by the I. C. C. in a Con- 
stitution news story by Gladstone Wil- 
liams today. 


This ruling wiped out the iniquitous, 
punitive rates which developed industry 
in the “official territory” at the expense 
of the south and the west. 


Sen. George, always conservative in his 
approach to problems, sees in this freight 
rate ruling the beginning of a vast decen- 
tralization of industry, with the south and 
west receiving the greatest benefit. 


This will take time. So involved, and 
so closely knit, was this scheme of rates 
that at least two years will be required 
to complete the loosening of the tentacles, 
But, as Sen. George indicates, the decen- 
tralization will begin almost immediately. 


Many industries were investigating the 
south. This decision will accelerate their 
research. It will interest others. In Mon- 
day morning’s Constitution local officials 
of the Ford Company revealed their plans 
for building an assembly plant here. It is 
known that other automotive companies 
are looking south. 


There can be no doubt but that this 
ruling, removing discriminations against 
the south which averaged 39 per cent in 
favor of “official territory” industries, 
means just what Sen. George predicts. 


It means, too, that the “Civil War” 1s 
practically over. These iniquitous rates 
had their beginnings in the years after the 
Civil War when the north, its industries 
swollen and many times multiplied by the 
demands of war production, demanded 
and got favorable railroad rates and 
tariffs. These concessions were firmly 
written into the laws and customs by the 
Wwar-prejudiced administrations which re- 
mained in growing power until broken, 
only temporarily, by Cleveland’s election 
in 1884. 


It is gratifying that two Georgians, 
Congressman Robert Ramspeck and Gov. 
Ellis Arnall, are most responsible for this 
new freedom. It was Congressman Ram- 
speck who introduced, and had passed, a 
bill allowing regional examination of 
rates. 
hand of the I. C. C. by going boldly to the 
supreme court and, to the stunned dismay 
of the railroad attorneys who had laughed 
at him when he filed his suit on behalf 
of the state of Georgia and the south, win- 
ning his case. 


We commend Sen. George’s article to 
all chambers of commerce in Georgia and 
the south. The senator enjoys the con- 
fidence of the nation’s business leaders. 
We hope they, too, see his article and turn 
their eyes, and their business and indus- 
trial expansion, to the south.

Russian Aid 
In Our Civil War 


Looking at the development of events in this 
most chaotic of worlds, it is interesting to trace 
the relationships between this country and Russia. 


There is no more curious history of relations in all the world’s 
Despite the distrust and 


misunderstanding between the two nations with regard to what 


we now call “ideology,” the two nations always have worked to- 


gether. 
We always have had a sharp difference in systems of govern- 


| ment, but always we have had a sort of community of interest in 


international affairs. 

Russia of the Tzars refused to extend recognition to the young 
democratic American republic; that refusal enduring for 33 years. 

Why did the great and powerful Russian Empire refuse to recog- 
nize the United States of America? 

The reasons given—‘“too radical, too Jacobin (the word in those 
days for Communistic), and too disorderly in the conduct of gov- 
ernment.” 

It took America 13 years to recognize the Soviet republic. The 
reasons given—‘“too radical, too Communistic, too disorderly in the 
conduct of government.” 

The two countries distrust the “ideology” of the other, yet each 
admires the accomplishments of the other. Nowhere is American 
mass production and industrial skill so admired as in Russia, 

oa 3 ere It is not generally known that Russia came 
Aid in Civil War to the aid of the federal government in our 
own Civil War. This will not, perhaps, endear Russians to those 


who remain unreconstructed. If not, they mdy recall it was the 
government of the Tzars which came to the aid of the Lincoln 


government. 


The aid was substantial. Russia sent a large representation of 


her fleet to our Atlantic and Pacific coasts to prevent, if possible, 


recognition of the Confederacy by England and France. While this 
Russian fleet was not the final factor which prevented such recog- 
nition, it was one of the important reasons in the delay and, finally, 
refusal of those two countries to recognize the government of Jef- 
ferson Davis. 


France was maneuvering in Mexico, where the unlucky Maxi- 
millian and his poor Carlotta were to-be set up as emperor and 
empress, backed by not enough French guns. England had recently 
defeated Russia in the Crimea, another war growing out of the 
competition for a position of power in the Balkans. Russia op- 
posed Turkey, which was assisted by England and France. That old 
quarrel continued right on down to the assassination at Sarejevo 
— provided the long-sought spark to touch off the first World 

ar. 


The Russians did not propose to see England and France recog- 
nize the Confederacy, take over Mexico and, later, perhaps join 
in attack with the Confederate government to regain many of the 
old colonies. It sounds ridiculous now, but there were bold plan- 
ners in those days, as may be seen by the attempt in Mexico to 
set up a French empire there. 


That was one phase. In 1918 we sent an expedi- 
tion into Siberia, but it frankly was there to keep 
an eye on the Japanese forces, which were very aggressive and 
which were taking over territory they meant to hold. 


It was this which, in 1922, caused us to be a very strong partisan 
of Russia at the time of the Washington Naval Conference. Very 
great pressure was put on Russia to cause her to evacuate Vladi- 
vostok and the southern part of the Siberian coast which she held. 


Japan left with great reluctance. There is one phase of this 
evacuation currently in the news. When the Japanese left they re- 
tained the northern part of the island of Sakhalin. They later 
agreed, for oil concessions, to abandon this. It was this half of the 
island which a day or so ago sent greetings to the Soviet council 
on the anniversary of its “liberation from the Japanese invader.” 


Also on the record is our generous support of the Russian relief 
in the famine of 1921-23. 
We have demonstrated that we can, when there is need and 


mutual benefits, work together. There is no reason why we cannot 
in the larger field of international agreements.

Everybody Should 
see These Pictures 


You know the Seventh War Bond campaign 
is now on. You are, it is to be presumed, put- 
ting all your extra cash into war bonds. Decent 


Americans can do no other. 


It would be well, however, if you had a little better understand- 
ing of the war in the Pacific. If you realized more fully the price 
being paid for victory by the men of the Army, the Navy and the 
Marine corps who are doing the fighting and the dying on the 
distant islands on the other side of the world. 


Somehow, most of us cannot comprehend, as we should, the 
difficulties, the bravery and the sacrifices involved in winning 
successive victories over the Japs. We read of Guadalcanal and 
Iwo Jima, of Tarakan and Okinawa, of Saipan and Tarawa and 
the Philippines, and we grasp the fact the fight is hard and the 
victories costly, but somehow the whole truth does not come home 
to us. 

It was my fortune, one day last week, to see a number of motion 
pictures—with sound—taken by the signal corps of the Army and 
the Marines and the Navy. These are the pictures made right on 
the ships, on the invasion beaches and in the battle lines. These 
are the real thing. For one picture alone several signal corps cam- 
eramen were wounded or killed. 


These pictures are made on 16-mm. 
film and they can be borrowed, with- 
out cost, by any responsible person, anywhere in Georgia, who 
wants to show them at any Seventh War Loan meetings, in schools, 
homes, clubs, churches, etc. The state committee of the War Fi- 
nance Committee of the Treasury Department has established 
seven depots in Georgia, whence they will be sent for any desired 
time for use in connection with the war bond campaign. 


If you lack only a 16-mm. projection machine to make your 
showing possible, the committee will, whenever possible, tell Fee 
how you can borrow such a machine, or borrow it for you. Just 
write to them and find out. 

Write to Hazel Calhoun, chairman of the special committee in 
charge of these films. Her address is 101 Marietta street, N. W., 
Atlanta. 

She will give you all needed instructions for securing the films 
for your own showing. . 


: I saw some half-dozen of the films. 
Iwo Jima and Anguar I remember, vividly, scenes from 
them. I remember one scene where the landing craft had reached 
the invasion beach and the first of our men walked ashore through 
the surf. I saw one man, in the forefront, suddenly fall, face 
down, in the water and I knew he was dead for he didn’t move, 
though his face was beneath the water. 


I saw our flame-throwers burning the Japs out of caves on 
Anguar and I saw Japs surrendering. Naked, hands raised above 
their heads, shuffling out under menacing tommyguns in Ameri- 
can hands, bowing in humility and grinning in what they thought 
ingratiating style. 

I saw our men on the transports, on the long voyage to their 
objective island, the expression in their eyes telling what they were 
wondering—what were they going into and would they come back. 


I saw the medical corps men ministering to the wounded in the 
front lines, giving blood plasma and injections of morphine. I saw 
medical corps men carrying laden stretchers back through enemy 
fire and I saw several of those unarmed samaritans stumble, drop 
their end of the stretcher and fall as a Jap bullet struck. 


I saw a beachhead so torn by our naval shells that we could not 
land tanks or trucks or jeeps. I saw broken landing barges and 
planes falling, trailing black smoke, from the sky. 

And I saw the flag raised over the blood-soaked strongpoint 
from whence had been blasted the last fanatical Jap defenders. 


: There was one picture showing the ex- 
Airborne Infantry periences and the exploits of airborne in- 
fantry at the time of the invasion of Normandy. I saw the gliders 
towed across the sky above the English channel and I saw the 
paratroopers, in great clouds, shower down far behind the coast. I 
saw them preparing for the takeoff at an English air field. And I 
realized how these men, by their fighting so far to the enemy rear, 
saved thousands of lives of their comrades who, a day later, storm- 
ed ashore on the beaches. 

And all the pictures impressed one lesson. That is, it is 
equipment bought with the money we invest in these war bonds 
that makes victory possible and that holds our casualty totals far 
lower than they would otherwise be. 

These pictures are real. They tell a story we all should know. 
They point a lesson we must never forget.

What Made 
Ernie Great 


Since Ernie Pyle’s death on 
Okinawa, many people have tried 
to explain his fame and the quali- 
ty of his work that won the na- 
tion’s affection. Most of them 
failed, for analyzing his stories 
to explain his popularity was 
much like pulling a rose apart 
to find the odor. 

For years he had traveled over 
the country, writing the same kind 
of “human interest stuff” about 
ordinary people, but he was al- 
most unknown except where his 
column was printed. People who 
met him liked him, but nobody 
called him great. 

Greatness is developed by great 
events. A few men, such as teach- 
ers and inventors, achieve great- 
ness by their works alone; but 
others become great only because 
chance gives them the opportuni- 
ty when the times and circum- 
stances require greatness. 

The war gave Ernie Pyle his 
opportunity. But it gave equal 
opportunity to scores of other re- 
porters, all experienced and ca- 
pable. Why didn’t they become 
equally famous? 

Any one of them might have 
said, and doubtless some did say: 
“What has Ernie got that I haven’t 
got? I am reporting the same story 
and telling the same important 
facts, and I can write as well as 
he can. Why does his stuff catch 
on better than mine? 

But Ernie’s stuff was different. 
He lived at the front, where the 
living was toughest; and when he 
told what happened to him, he 
told what was happening to every 
GI. The war became real to the 
people at home. They could see 
it and hear it and smell it. 

But the appeal to America’s 
heart was not in the words he 
wrote, but between the lines. He 
unwittingly painted a portrait of 
himself and revealed his own 
character and personality as a 
portrait could not. It was a per- 
sonality that people loved. 

In that fact is a lesson the whole 
sad world needs to learn. For 
Ernie’s attitude toward his fellow 
men was the attitude all must 
somehow develop before he can 
hope for peace on earth, good 
will to men. 

He was wholly free of the qual- 
ity Englishmen call “side.” He 
was incapable of snobbery. All 
men looked alike to him. He hat- 
ed the cruel and brutal and tyran- 
nical, and he despised the rotters 
he called heels, but he liked all 
decent and fair and honest peo- 
ple, and he treated them all alike, 
whether they were four-star gen- 
erals or lowly privates without 
their first stripe. If he favored 
front-line GIs, it was because they 
were the underdogs, most in need 
of a champion and most deserv- 
ing. 

He desired no advantage or 
special privilege. He judged peo- 
ple by what they are, not by 
what they have. His belief in 
equality was not a theory, but a 
conviction and a way of life, The 
only class he favored was the de- 
cent part of mankind,

Much Hinges on Big Decisions 


WASHINGTON—The greatest single benefit of the San Fran- 
cisco Conference, now searching chiefly for a way to go home, may 
be its warning against any more international mass meetings of 
the same sort in the peace-making after the war. 

To the limited group. of old hands—statesmen and newspaper 
reporters—who sat in on the series of World War I international 
roundups, beginning with Versailles and ending with the London 
economic conference of 1933, the pattern is all too familiar. 

Each one of them began in an atmosphere of high idealistie 
hope, built up by advance press-agenting, and ended in varying 
degrees of world disappointment. 

And to whatever extent these conferences succeeded it was be- 
cause representatives of a little group of big powers got together 
behind closed doors and arrived at agreements which they crammed 


‘down the throats of the myriad of other nations ostensibly par- 


ticipating. 

At Versailles it was the “Big Four”’—Wilson, Lloyd George, 
Clemenceau and Orlando. At one point Orlando quit in a huff, 
leaving only a big three. The last vital three months of that peace 
conference was mostly a secret trading bee between Clemenceau 
and Lloyd George, with Wilson striving vainly to curb the rapaci- 
ties of Britain and France. So far as the 30-odd nations present 
got a look-in, it was by currying favor of one or another of the 


Big Three. 

The most successful international con- 
Too Much Hoopla ference during the World War I after- 
math, perhaps, was the one in 1922, called to bring about naval 
limitation, but even that suffered from too much publicity hoopla. 

The basis for naval reduction, agreed to in advance by the U. S., 
Britain and Japan, was the status quo. It was to take the navies 
of all nations as they stood and apply to each of them the same 
percentage reduction. . 

When Secretary of State Charles Evans Hughes listed the Ameri- 
can, British and Japanese tonnages to be preserved under this prin- 
ciple, however, newspapermen immediately discovered the “5-5-3” 
ration, and blazoned it to the world. 

Japanese public opinion never could be weaned of the idea that 
their nation had been condemned to a position of permanent in- 
feriority, and this state of mind undoubtedly contributed greatly 
toward discrediting the pacific elements in that country and bring- 
ing about the present Far Eastern war. 

In the same way France and Italy limited success of the naval 
limitation by demanding equality with Britain in any ships of less 
than 10,000 tons. On that account the initial reduction was con- 
fined to captial ships and, by 1930, when limitation was extended 
to smaller craft, disintegration of the whole plan already had begun. 

Had representatives of the United States, Britain and Japan got 
together quietly and agreed on a simple shipbuilding holiday, 
founded on status quo, the plan might have been saved from the 
political implications that destroyed it.

The Bacon The bacon that each national representation {fs 
expected to bring home is widely publicized and 

a delegation’s success or failure is measured accordingly. Every 

delegate (aspiring politicians all) knows that conceding more than 

he gets is tantamount to signing his own political death warrant. 

This condition is made more so by the opening speeches, in 
which each head of a delegation publicly sets forth the aims of his 
country before the actual conference business begins. 

The conflicts of individual nations and groups of nations thus 
engendered are increased by the multitude of pressure groups, 
national and international, that seize the publicity forum, presented 
by the conference, to promote their designs. This pressure force 
at San Francisco numbered literally into the thousands, each and 
all buttonholing delegates and newspapermen wherever they could 
waylay them, 

Curiously, one of the main causes of friction at San Francisco 
has been solidarity of the Americas. When the conference at Mex- 
ico City laid the basis for this unity nobody present thought of it 
as a “balance of power” bloc. But Mr. Molotoff could see-it in no 
other light. He never missed an opportunity to flaunt the Chapul- 
tepec combination as a United States scheme to outvote Russia. 

The way to make peace, other than by mass meeting, of course, 
is direct man-to-man dealing between spokesmen for the big na- 
tions, on the model already established in meetings between Roose- 
velt, Churchill and Stalin. 

The latter system may not be ideal, but certainly experience at 
San Francisco has proved that, until the United States, Russia and 
Britain do resolve their differences, there is not much that the ress 
of the world can do about peace and security. 
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Another Term

mitted into the Union as an equal 
partner. 

It was many years ago that 
Horace Greeley made his remark 
about “go west, young man,” and 
some years after that some boost- 
er organizations in the south par- 
aphrased it “go south, young 
man. 


The theory in both cases was 
that both sections would develop 
industrially, as had the east. Both 
did so, to some extent. 

But they have been handicapped 
by the freight rates. A man who 
put up a factory in either the 
south or west discovered that the 
freight charge was higher for ship- 
ping comparable distances than 
for factories in the east. Thus 
eastern manufacturers could put 
their products into supposedly 
competitive markets at a lower 
price than he could, 

There were some strange results 
of this extra freight charge, where 
the east could send stuff almost to 
the south’s front door at lower 
prices. Any southerner or west- 
erner could string out these ex- 
amples by the yard, as they have 
done in the last few years in the 
fight for justice. 

This freight rate differential 
was a deterrent to widespread in- 
dustrial development, such as the 
south is well qualified to handle 
because of many other favorable 
circumstances. 

There was another result which 
has not been helpful to the south. 
Industries which did move to the 
south, or developed locally, estab- 
lished low wage scales, using the 
freight rate differential as one ex- 
cuse. There is good evidence that 
they exploited it. , 

The south consequently used its 
low wage scales as an induce- 
ment. Local chambers of com- 
merce advertised this fact broad- 
ly, as did some local governments. 
This contributed, too, to resistance 
tominimum wage laws, to pro- 
tective statutes for labor, and to 
unionization. Until recent years 
state labor laws in the south were 


-| miserably inadequate. 


As a result, the cheaper and 
less desirable type of industry 
often was attracted to the south, 
much of it seeking to escape de- 
cent labor laws in east and mid- 
dle west and to find a haven in 
the south. There was quite a mi- 
gration of this sort about 10 years 
ago. 

Equalizing of the freight rates, 
which will take a couple of years 
to work out, should help the south 
and the west, industrially. At the 
same time it should help labor by 
removing another of the excuses 
against maintaining good wage 
scales, though unionization in the 
south in recent years already has 
achieved much in this direction. 

The groundwork for the I. C. C. 
decision was laid in a measure en- 
acted in congress four years ago, 
sponsored by Rep. Ramspeck, 
Democrat, Georgia, and Sen. Hill, 
Democrat, Alabama, which requir- 
ed “local” and “regional” consid- 
eration of the effect of freight 
rates and, at the same time, di- 
rected the commission to make the 
investigation which resulted in its 
decision.

Fay, Bove 
Background 


NEW YORK—When Joe Fay 
and James Bove, vice presidents 


of big construction unions of the|& 


American Federation of Labor, 
were sentenced to eight and one- 
half years in prison on April 5, 
so much other news was break- 
ing that important details were 
omitted from most of the accounts 
which reached the public. 


Because this case reveals a con- 
nection between the union racket, 
the construction racket, which is 
just as corrupt as any other, the 
criminal underworld and political 
subsidiaries of the Roosevelt gov- 
ernment, this will be a background 
essay. A New York judge has 
just released Fay and Bove on 
$25,000 bail during their appeal. 
So there is a possibility that they 
will wiggle off the hook after all. 

These vicious criminals shook 
down contractors for $368,000 on 
the Delaware aqueduct job, a 
$300,000,000 project paid for large- 
ly by federal taxes. Federal of- 
fenses were inherent, but Fay is 
a Democratic politician in the 
Hague machine in New Jersey and 
in the old line grafting Democrat- 
ic mob of political contractors and 
union bosses in New York. More- 
over, the gang had connections 
with the Kelly organization in 
Chicago. For political reasons the 
corrupt United States Department 
of Justice let them alone so the 
prosecution of Fay and Bove was 
a local job done in New York 
by Frank Hogan. 

On the day of sentence, attor- 
neys for the crooks asked the 
court for mercy and that made 
Hogan good and sore. He told 
the court that there was danger 
of retaliation by the mob against 
those few contractors who had 
come into court to testify. Ac- 
cordingly, Judge Munson did warn 
Fay and Bove that if there was 
retaliation by anyone, he would 
see to it that they must serve 
their full terms of 15 years. 

But Hogan also made some re- 
marks about contractors on the 
same job who gave him no help 
and he didn’t give them the bene- 
fit of any doubt. He thought 
they just weren't willing to do 
their duty as citizens. 

First Hogan discussed Harry 
McLean, of Toronto, a spectacu- 
lar drunkard who made himself 
notorious a few years ago by 
throwing away wads of money. 
McLean got a big reputation as a 
great open-handed man of mystery, 
but he was just cockeyed. n 
September, 1942, Hogan sent an ac- 
countant to examine his books and 
McLean beat him up. A month 
later Hogan sent an assistant dis- 
trict attorney to see him and Mc- 
Lean flatly refused to enter New 
York. Later, McLean went to the 
Battle Creek sanitarium to boil 
out and was grabbed as a witness, 
but sneaked away during the night 
after admitting, however, that he 
pee paid graft of $125,000 on the 
job. 

“Another example of good citi- 
zenship,” Mr. Hogan then con- 
tinued, and he tells me he was 
being sarcastic, “was presented by 
Stephen A. Healy, of Chicago.” 

Healy is a big construction con- 
tractorandpolitician. Heis a friend 
of Mayor Ed Kelly and of Wil- 
liam E. Maloney, the president of 
Fay’s wnion. Maloney also is a 
Chicago Democratic politician. 
Last year, Healy picked up at a 
bargain the enormous Stevens ho- 
tel in Chicago, which the Army 
had commandeered briefly for a 
military training center. This year, 
Healy sold the hotel at a profit 
of $1,000,000. 

“For over a year,” Hogan sald, 
“Healy refused to come into this 
jurisdiction. All we could do was 
beg him to be a good citizen and 
to urge his attorneys so to per- 
suade him. 

“Healy stood out there and 
ignored us,” Mr. Hogan told the 
court. Later he was picked up 
in Florida under a reciprocal wit- 
ness treaty, but started habeas 
corpus proceedings and got away 
to Chicago. After a year and a 
half, however, he did come to 
New York. 

“Then,” Hogan said, “he had a 
very fancy story, indeed.” 

Healy had paid $125,000, but 
none of it to Fay or Bove. He 
had paid money to Mike Carroz- 
zo, an old-time Capone gangster 
in prostitution and unionism, and 
an intimate friend and colleague 
of Healy’s bosom friend, Ma- 
loney. Carrozzo, however, was 
now dead. 

Fay, on the other hand, was and 
still is alive and kicking and he 
is still a vice president of the 
operating engineers, under Ma- 
loney. If Healy had testified that 
he paid tribute to Fay for im- 
munity from labor trouble on the 
aqueduct job he would have in- 
jured Maloney’s racket. And it 
is a fine racket because in a few 
years in the union business, Ma- 
loney has acquired a great farm 
in Illinois, a winter home in Flor- 
ida and a stable of race horses. 

“That,” Mr. Hogan said, dispos- 
ing of Healy, “is the kind of wit- 
ness. we had to deal with.” 

Maloney has been investigated, 
even indicted, often before.

MILAN.—The crisis over Trieste 
coincides with the crisis precipi- 
tated by the liberation of north- 
ern Italy and the entrance of far 
more radical elements into the 
Italian picture, 

This week the Bonomi govern- 
ment representatives have been 
negotiating in Milan regarding re- 
organization of the Rome govern- 
ment. Northern Italy, which is 
t'e Detroit of this country con- 
tributing the heaviest taxes and 
production, regards the south 
(especially Rome, swollen to two 
and a half times its normal size 
by Mussolin‘’s bureaucrats) as 
parasitic. The grim direct action 
in the execution of Mussolini re 
veals the different temperaments. 

The liberation compelled the 
Allied forces to take action to 
create new courts for trying Fasc- 
ist criminals ta offset the kanga- 
roo courts which sprang into be- 
ing immediately following the 
evacuation by the Germans and 
which executed 782 men between 
April 25 and 30, when the Allied 
troops arrived. 

The new courts composed of 
four men, each selected from 
panels submitted by the five anti- 
Fascists parties, are presided over 
by magistrates and provide life 
imprisonment or death sentence 
for members of the government 
and high-ranking Fascists found 
guilty of annulling guarantees in 


the constitution, destroying the 


liberty of the people, creating a 
Fascist regime, betraying fortunes 
|of the country, and decree that 
an appeal must be made three 
days after sentence and decisions 
must be reached in 10 days. 
But this court system is not ac- 
ceptable to the Communists who 
in Milan compose the strongest 


party and share strength in the 
north with the Catholics. Their 
exact strength is not estimable 
but they constitute fully 40 per 
cent of the fighting strength of 
the Partisans. Where the exact 
statistics are available, here, as 
in Yugoslavia, the dynamics of 
the Communist -movement is out 
of all proportion in numerical 
representation. The most sober 
estimates regarding Tito’s popu- 
lar following in Yugoslavia do not 
put it over 10 per cent, but never- 
theless he controls the country 
absolutely. 


Here, unlike in Greece, the Al- 
lied occupation forces disarmed all 
partisans whether under the Com- 
munists, or under the Partito 
D’Azione, or Socialist, or Catholic. 
Only 1,000 Partisans remain in the 
police force sharing responsibility 
for order with the Carabinieri and 
old police purged by former chiefs. 
And since April 30 not more 
than 100 people have been killed 
in the streets at night. 

So outwardly things are quiet, 
but the most active Partisans ac- 
cuse the Allies, especially the Brit- 
ish, of protecting certain leaders

and claim the courts will be too 
slow. They want immediate court- 
martial and execution. In both 
Milan and Turin, Communists are 
taking direct action while dis 
claiming the responsibility of driv- 
ing out owners, managers and fore- 
men to the confusion of produc- 
tion. 

Also the Committee of Libera- 
tion promised bonuses to workers 
who assisted in the uprising, which 
amounts tO some three or four bil- 
lion lire which will break small 
businessmen and threaten even 
great works like Fiat and will! cer- 
tainly vastly increase inflation 
started by the Allied devaluation 
of the lire to one-fifth its previ- 
ous value. 

Meanwhile, although all Italy is 
distressed by the Trieste affair, 
especially since it is accompanied 
by the French occupation of the 
entire Aosta valley, it is seeing 
threats of truncations in the east 
and west. The Communists stand 
by Tito despite the fact that pre- 
viously they were most energetic 
against the loss of territory, thus 
demonstrating the Comintern is 
still in working order. 

The Trieste affair thus divides 
the country more drastically, re 
awakening nationalism on one 
side and increasing the pressure 
of Communism on the other. Their 
slogan is work and purge the Fas- 
cists, while Partisan direct actions 
increase the probability of unem- 
ployment, and bonuses threaten 
inflation. The Communists also 
apparently have much money, and 
their output of literature has been 
prodigious. And in the low state 
of nourishment of the population 
and the weakness of other par- 
ties, the Communists certainly will 
profit by purge delays, economic 
disintegration, and rising infla- 
tion.

The most effective and most re 
cent method of combatting ma- 
laria is DDT spray, which remains 
potent in killing insects for three 
months after being sprayed on @ 
surface, Lawrence J. Trotti, direc- 
tor of malaria control in Texas, 


declared here yesterday. 

Trotti, in Atlanta for a meeting 
with the malaria control office of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, is visiting his brother, 
H. H. Trotti, vice president and 
business manager of The Constitu- 
tion. Mrs. Trotti is with him. 
They will leave today on their 
return to Texas. 

“The malaria mosquito is the 
only wdy malaria is transmitted 
that we know of at the present 
time,” Trotti said, “and the DDT 
spray paralyzes the mosquito and 
all other crawling insects. It is 
used all over the south, in the 
malaria belt, at military camps.” 

The malaria control engineer, 
connected with the United States 
Public Health Service, works with 
the Texas department of health, 
at Austin. He and Mrs. Trotti 
reside in Austin. 

“The mosquito is smarter than 
the man,” Trotti said, “so it’s aw- 
fully hard to find his nesting 
place. We try to kill the mos 
quito larva.”

'no longer will be drafted. 

“Now we're getting something 
solid to stand on,” those interested 
in professional athletics said. 
They had little doubt that such 

sports as baseball 

considered “useful” 
work by most local draft boards. 
The War Manpower Commis- 
sion early this spring ruled that 
ball players could leave war 
plants to return to their “prin- 
cipal business,” baseball. This, in 
effect, gave baseball a semi-essen- 
tial rating.

Answer: Skin cancer is usually 
epithelioma. Cancer is usually 
carcinoma. Epithelioma means tu- 
mor (overgrowth, lump, swelling) 
Originating in the epithelium or 
outer layer of skin. Carcinoma is 
a new growth gland cells or the 
cells of internal organs. Skin can- 
cer is usually less malignant, slow- 
er in development, more readily 
curable by early radical surgery, 
by X-ray, radium, electro-cautery 
or even chemical caustic. Carci- 
noma is more malignant, more 
likely to spread (through the lym- 
phatic channels) beyond reach of 
such measures if not recognized 
and completely removed in the 
early stage.

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Bold Maritime Policy Means 
Jobs for Georgia, Says Mahady 


By PAUL JONES. 


A bold postwar program for the United States merchant fleet as 
@ solution to economic and employment problems, a program which 
would carry special significance for Georgia in view of its part in 
the building and manning of such a fleet, was proposed yesterday by 
Capt. P. C. Mahady, commandant of the Merchant Marine Academy, 
in an address before the Atlanta Kiwanis Club. 


Pointing out that an undersized 
merchant fleet invites disaster 
from two sides—both from an eco- 
nomic standpoint and in the event 
we are involved in another war, 
the veteran seaman said “an ag- 
gressive maritime industry would 
contribute greatly in providing mil- 
lions of additional pobs” in the 
postwar world. 

These jobs would not all be pro- 
vided aboard the ships, but in the 
building and maintaining of this 
great merchant fleet, he empha- 
sized. 

WOULD PROVIDE JOBS 

This part of the program would 
play a vital factor in providing 
jobs for thousands of Georgians 
since the shipyards at Savannah, 
which have in this war produced 
seven per cent of the merchant 
tonnage, would employ added thou- 
sands if the fleet were to be main- 
tained at its present high level. 

Economic stability through the 
increased shipping of American- 
made goods in American-made and 
owned ships, operated by Ameri- 
can crews, was given as a possible 
boon to prosperity in the United 
States by Captain Mahady. 

“To sum up the overall picture 
of our postwar shipping prospects, 
we will need between 15 and 20 
million tons of shipping to realize 
our objective of being assured that 
at least 50 per cent of all our for- 
eign trade shall be carried in 
American ships with the dispatch 
end security to absolutely warrant 
the patronage of our exporters, 
importers and travelers.”
